CIGARETTE TAX 


With the final day for paying the 
cigarette tax just a week away, deal­ 
ers are coming in to settle up very 
slowly, according to County Treas­ 
urer J. E. Sutton. 
The tax must be paid bv June 20. 
the time for paying all June taxes, 
and there will be no extension as the 
county commissioners have no right 
to extend the time for payment of 
the .cigarette tax, it is said. 
The tax is $60 a year and dealers 
are hesitant about paying the 
tax 
because of its size, which practicably 
eliminates the small dealer 
from 
handling cigarettes, it is said. One lo­ 
cal dealer estimated that 800 cigar­ 
ettes a day would have to be sold to 
pay the tax alone, without figuring a 
profit a t all.
